Mr. McIntosh then spoke on the 
evolution of transportation. The mar- 
ine always controlled the destiny of 
empires. The Norsemen went over to 
Britain in ships. Columbus discover- 
ed America, crossing the ocean in a 
ship. Britain remained supreme in 
ship building that she might retain 
the commanding power on the sea. If 
she had not, she*would have.Jost. the 
war with Germany. The first sub- 
marine, which would remain under 
water for ten hours, was built in 1797 
by an Englishman, who sold it to the 
government of France. 


The speaker then spoke of the ori- 
gin and evolution of the railway. In 
the early days teamsters had to haul 
heavy loads up mountain sides, and 
they put planks down to keep the 
wheels from sinking into the mud. 
Frequently the wheels dropped off the 
planks and cleats were nailed on the 
planks to keep the wheels on. Later, 
the steam engine and coaches were 
put on the highways, and tramways, 
and so they could go faster and to 
save jar from the cleats, the cleat 
was put on the wheel. This is the 
reason the flange of the wheel on the 
cars today is on the inside, and not 
on the outside of the wheel. The first 
railways in America were the Dela- 
ware-Hudson and the Baltimore and 
Ohio. Trains would carry fifteen tons 
of merchandise at the speed of four 
and one-half miles an hour. The first 
train in Canada was on the St. Johns 
and St. Pierre line, and would convey 
ten wagon loads at one time. 

Prior to the war, before a railway 
was built, competent engineers were 
sent out to view the country and re- 
port on the possibilities of settlement, 
It was a colonization proposition rath- 
er than a remunerative one, but that 
day is gone by. 

Mr. McIntosh related some of his 
experiences while exploring ity the 
Rocky Mountains some years ago, and 
concluded by reading an extract from 
a book written by his friend, George 
Blackstone Field, which was a pro- 
phecy of the late war,

year, although cold weather prevailed 
and the ground was hard frozen. 


Clinton Sparks, who was a mechan- 
ical genius in his way, mounted a 
small steam engine they had at the 
mill on cart wheels and connected the 
crankshaft with cog gears that turn: 
ed the hind axle. He had said sev- 
eral times that he could haul logs in 
that way; and as the horses were 
disabled the old squire let him make 
the experiment and paid the bills. 


My description of the mechanism 
may, I fear, be somewhat imperfect. 
I did not see much of it myself. Ad- 
dison and [ were attending school at 
the academy six miles away, and only 
at odd times when we came home to 
the farm did we hear what Sparks 
was doing. The little engine he used 
was one used for stripping spool 
stuff, edging clapboards and other 
light work at the mill. It had an up- 
right, tubular boiler and was of about 
six horse power. Gasoline had not 
then come into use. Pitch-pine wood, 
split into short fagots, was the fuel 
burned in the fire-box; it made a hot, 
but smoky, fire. Sparks also devised 
a whistle for his tractor, to let the 
mill folks know he was coming across 
the swamp. It didn’t give a whistle 
exactly, but rather a succession of 
loud, brazen snorts. When in motion 
the engine did a great deal of puff: 
ing. It should be stated that the road 
across the frozen swamp was level 
and nearly straight. What steering 
had to be done was accomplished by 
means of a single front wheel and a 
six-foot lever. 

This novel tractor was used for 
four or five weeks early in the winter 
until deeper snows came and the 
horses got over the “zooty” as the 
disease was often called. 

There may have been over similar 
contrivances at the time or even be- 
fore then; probably there were. I 
should scarcely have thought Sparks’ 
invention worth mentioning except for 
a humorous incident that happened 
while he was running it; for heal- 
ways ran it himself; nobody else 
could! 

Sparks was a joker as well as a gen- 
ius. There was often an uproar at 
the mill owing to pranks of his and 
Elphage Culley’s. If these two men 
were together for an hour, there was 
sure to be high times. 

Culley was the Irish foreman at the 
old squire’s lumber camp, five miles 
above the sawmill, but he was often 
at the mill and had a great deal to 
say about Sparks’ log hauler. A con- 
stant contest of wits was going on 
between the pair. It is not easy to 
suy which came out ahead, the. Yan- 
kee or the Celt. The Irishman was 
quicker-witted, but the Yankee was the 
most fertile in devising pranks, some 
of them outrageous ones, which for a 
few moments made Culley fairly dance 
with rage. But IT think that neverthe- 
less he really loved Sparks. 

Zachary Lurvey, of Lurvey’s mill 
was another lumberman whose work 
the “epizootic” greauy delayed, Tis 
timberlands were on the other side 
ot Lurvey's Stream, and that winter 
ke had a lumber camp about two 
miles from ours. Lirvey had a crew 
of nineteen choppers, all from) the 
Petitcocize region in New Bruns vick 
and all ardent Seventaday Adveit 
ists. That was not quite so remark- 
able a cirenmstance as it may seen 
at first. The Seventhdaay Adventi-ts 
keep Saturday instead of Sunday fer 
their Sabbiatn and dev of rest. Ne 
tember compart woul, hire Seventia 
day Adventists to werk with otiers 
not of that dehef er aecount of Ure 
bother end extra e pense of havas 
two Sundays in one week.

The crew from Petitcodiae had evar

Jogwers, On Sataday they sat rowid 
the camp and read their bibles, but 
they made up for it) by working 
hard the next day. 

Sunday is often a gala day with the 
loggers in the woods, If there are 
camps not many miles away from one 
another, the men frequently visit 
back and forth. After Sparks had 
been running his log hauler for per- 
haps a week, he ran it up to the old 


While at the camp in the afternoon 
Sparks repeatedly heard off to the 
westward on the other side of Lurvey’s 
Stream the distant crash of falling 
trees, and finally asked what log- 
ging crew was at work. there on Sun- 
day, “Aw, it’s auld Zack Lurvey’s 
Canadians!” Culley said. “The hay- 
then have lost the run of the days of 
the’ wake!” 


That proved highly interesting to 
Sparks and, one thing leading to an- 
other, the two jokers hatched a pro- 
ject to have ‘un after dark that night 
with the lately arrived province men. 

They’ set to work and built a long 
frame of green poles over the log 
hauler, chenged the smoke pipe to 
one side, and covered the whole with 
a big’ black tarpaulin, which had been 
brought to camp spread over a load 
of food supplies. At the rear they 
put up a tail ten feet tall with a tas- 
sel on it; and at the front they cut 
two holes in the tarpaulin, the size 
of saucers, to stand for eyes. They 
also put on a nose of oak bark, four 
feet long, with slits for the nostrils; 
and below that they cut a transverse 
gash three feet long and folded the 
cover back to represent a huge, half:

Culley ran on ahead, and the way 
he prepared the minds of the unsus- 
pecting provincials was by bursting 
in upon them while they were peace: ;

Culley dashed out of the camp as 
precipitately as he had dashed in and 
ran back across the stream on the ice

But the provincials were slow to 
take alarm. They surmised that what 
had frightened Culley was nothing 
more formidable than a moose, and 
they had not been reared in the wilds 
of Petitcodiac to be afraid of either 
& moose or a bear. They followed 
him out of doors, however, and stood 
curiously peering into the obscurity 
and listening.

Canada has taken a foremost place 
in the apple growing world. Awards 
made at the Imperial Fruit Show in 
London, England, and at every other 
show at which exhibits have been 
made, prove this beyond a shadow of 
a doubt. In flavor and palatability 
the Canadian grown apple .has no 
superior, An interesting and attrac- 
tively gotten up booklet published by 
the fruit branch at Ottawa, and ob- 
tainable at the publications branch of 
the department of agriculture, Ottawa, 
in establishing these facts, outlines 
the produce of what is termed the 
“King of Fruits,” in the country as a 
whole and in each of the apple grow- 
ing provinces, gives details of the 
Fruit Act relative to the grading of 
apples, describes their food value, 
and supplies upwards of a hundred re- 
cipes for making sauces, butter, con- 
coctions of various sorts, pies, pud- 
dings, relishes, salads, etc., in which 
the apple is the principal ingredient. 
Whether fresh, dried, evaporated, or 
canned, or used in any way, the apple, 
the booklet points out, is a whole- 
some food, easily prepared, attractive, 
and palatable at all times, It fur- 
nishes mineral salts and organic 
acids; it possesses important nutri- 
tive value, and has medicinal virtue 
also, especially if eaten at the begin- 
ning of a meal or between meals, It 
ig not difficult to agree with the re- 
mark that “no housewife should be 
without a box or barrel of Canadian 
grown apples.” To facilitate stocking 
up in this manner a statement is fur- 
nished in the booklet of the proper 
season or period during which var- 
fous varieties should be used, extend- 
ing over the nine months from Sep- 
tember in one year to May in the next, 
both inclusive.

B.C. NOW FOLLOWS 
ALBERTA EXAMPLE 


Victoria, Oct. 31—Attorney general 
A. M. Manson announced today the 
resignation of the whole of the liquor 
control board and the appointment of 
Hugh Davidson of Vancouver, to the 
position of sole commissioner, at a 
salary of $12,000. 

This appointment follows the an: | 
nouncement made by the attorney gen- 
eral some months ago, of a complete 
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Hallowe’en or All Hallows Eve, the 
name given to the 31st of October as 
the vigil of Hallowmas or All Saints 
Day. Though’ now known as little 
else but the eve of the Christian fes- 
tival, Hallowe’en and its former at- 
tendant festivals and ceremonies long 
antedate Christianity. The old Ro- 
mans held it about the first of Novem- 
ber in honor of Pomona, the goddess 
of fruit trees. In Britain the Druids 
celebrated a festival at the same time 
in honor of the sun god, and in thanks- 
giving for harvest, and the two fes- 
tivals seem to have become one in 
the eyes of’the Britons. When the 
people became Christians the early 
church fathers wisely let them keep 
their old feast, but gave it a new 
association by holding it in commem- 
oration of all departed souls. Thus 
the eve of the festival became to be 
called All Hallow E’en. The name 
comes from the old English word 
“halwe’, or a8 we now say, holy. 

Many beliefs grew up about this 
feast, such as the belief that on 
this one night of the year, the spirits 
of the departed were allowed to visit 
their old homes. In many parts of 
old countries food was left, hearths 
were carefully swept, and chairs were 
set in order before the inhabitants of 
the villages went to rest. Many of 
the old superstitions, some of them 
going back as far as pagan times, 
came to this country with the Puri- 
tans, and although they lost their 
meaning long ago, we still keep some 
of the quaint customs.

export of coal and by various ser- 
vices, such as shipping, banking and 
insurance, which Britain performs for 
‘other countries, the bulk must be met 
by importing raw materials of low 
value and manufacturing them into 
goods of high value, and selling them 
abroad. The difference between these 
two values is then available for buy- 
ing food. 

Now, in order to be able to sell 
manufactured goods abroad, it is ob- 
vious that British manufactures must 
be able to place their products on 
foreign markets as cheaply at all 
events as their competitors, and con- 
sequently a protective tariff which 
would increase the price of everything 
the manufacturer has to buy, would 
be a suicidal policy. 

Great Britain does, however, give 
very real and substantial preference 
to the empire in other ways, of which 
the following are the most important. 

1.—-Defence—Without the protection 
of the navy, Canada’s seaborne com- 
merce would be at the mercy of an 
enemy. The great crop of 1915 could 
not have been marketed if the seas 
had not been kept open by the navy. 

2—Diplomatic and Consular Ser- 
vices—Canada does not maintain dip- 
lomatic and consular services, but has 
the free use of those maintained by 
Britain. Canadians : abroad -receive 
exactly the same assistance from the 
British consuls as Englishmen. 

38—Customs Duties and the Embar- 
go—Britain gives an empire prefer- 
ence on the few articles on which her 
tariff for revenue is imported, viz: 
sugar, tea, coffee, cocoa, etc. As Can- 
ada does not produce any of the above 
with the exception of maple sugar, 
the only benefits she receives fs in 
respect of the sugar content of manu- 
factured goods exported to England. 
Canada has, however, the exclusive 
right, of any country outside the Brit- 
ish Isles, to export live cattle to 
Great Britain, This is a preference’ 
given exclusively to Canada. 

4—Financial—The supply of capital 
at reasonably low rates of interest 
is by far the greatest service Eng- 
land can render to Canada and this 
ALTA. is encouraged by the following 
means: 

(a) Income and Super Tax—In- 
comes of residents of Great Britain, 
when derived fro minvestments in 
foreign countries, are subject to the 
full British income and super tax, in 
addition to any tax already levied in 
the country of origin. 

Incomes derived from investments 
within the empire, however, received 
a special rebate of up to 50 per cent 
of the British taxes, on production of 
income tax receipt from the dominion 
in question. The result of this is to 
forceably encourage British investors 
to put their money in British instead 
of in foreign countries. 

(b) Trustee Securities—A very large 
amount of money in England is in the 
hands of trustees, because it is the 
custom to settle money in trust on mar- 
riages and in entails. These funds may 
only be invested in certain gilt-edged 
securities, such as any British govern- 
ment loan, or loans guaranteed by the 
British government or by any domin- 
ion or provincial government. As a 
result of this restriction, the rate of 
interest is naturally lower than in the 
open market, and consequently domin- 
ion and provincial, governments are 
able to raise loans at a lower rate of 
interest than foreign governments, The 
benefits of this scheme, which, in its 
28 years of operation, have been of 
enormous value, have been somewhat 
modified temporarily in the case of

FOURTEENTH 
CROP REPORT 


Issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture, Edmonton, Saturday, Novem- 
ber 1, 1924. 

The three weeks of excellent 
threshing \weather which has prevail- 
ed throughout Alberta was brought to 
a termination on October 30, by a 
heavy fall of wet snow which was gen- 
eral over practically the whole of the 
province.» While threshing of wheat 
is practically cleared up save for a 
few isolated places, there is still con- 
siderable quantities of oats and other 
late grains in stook; which will suf- 
fer as a result of the storm. Under 
date of this report the snow is still 
upon the ground and the weather 
fairly cold. There is very little frost 
in the ground as yet, and the soil 
will benefit to a certain extent from 
storage of moisture as a result of 
the snow, which was preceded by rain 
in most districts. 

As returns of threshing begin to ar- 
rive at the department, there is am- 
ple substantiation for the previous | 
statements that a large area of the 
province will display very low yields | 
of wheat and other grains. These will; 
be offset to a certain extent by very 
good yields in the more favored dis- 
tricts, particularly in the south west-
